mand;” yes, styled by many of their 
leaders as ‘the first great command’’— 
and this will not be denied by the 
“Presidency,” or either of them The 
saying is presented as a command to 
the Latter Day Saints in Utah; and an 
argument is drawn therefrom, that the 
gurest and most effectual mode of com- 
plying with “this firat great command” 
is to adopt Polygamy- It will be easy 
enough to explode the assumption that 
it is “the firat great command,” by 
simply setting up in opposition to it 
the declaration of the Son of God that 
“Thou ehalt love the Lord thy God 
with thy whole heart” was the first 
great conunandment, and that the sec- 
ond was “Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
aa thyself.” it would be presumptuous 
folly to puraue that assumption of 
God's commands any further. 

But, really, is the saying of the Cre- 
ator “increase and multiply” a com- 
mand’ Let us examine into the mat- 
ter coolly, and see!

“Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God, &.,” isa command in the affirme- 
tive, addressed to all mortals, and they 
are at liberty to obey or disobey—but 
reward or punishment will inevitably 
follow. So, “thou shalt not steal” is a 
command inthe negative form to all 
mankind, aud they are at liberty to 
obey or disobey, as their reason and 
free will may incline them—taking the 
consequences that are promised to fol- 
low. This is « fair representation of 
what may be considered a command 
from God to man. Man is endowed 
with free will and is at liberty to obey 
or diaobey the command of the Lord. 
Without attempting « recital of tho 
many instances of violation of God's 
commands from the days of Adam and 
Eve down, we will content oureelf with 
this one general definition: That 
man is at liberty to obey or disobey 
the command directed to him; that itis 
in bis power from the moments of com- 
ing to reason until his latest sigh to 
comply with the commands of God.
